Roars Protest in Editorial. 

Col. George Harvey, former ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, parted com- 
pany with the Coolidge administration 
in a thundering signed editorial today 
in the Washington Post, of which he 
is edftor. The editorial is headed 
“America Duped” and refers to the 
Paris settlement as an “atrocious 
agreement,” portrays the United States 
as “trapped by European diplomats,” 
as “waiving independence,” and as 
“leaping into the cockpit of Europe.” 

“Is there no way out?” asks Col. 
Harvey in despair. This is the first 
time the former ambassador has taken 
the administration to task on any 
score. So devoted has he been that 
he had begun to be looked on as its 
mouthpiece. Consequently, his edito- 
rial gave the capital a jolt. 


Sees Coolidge in Dilemma. 

Col. Harvey asserts that the settle- 
men represents a 45 per cent reduc- 
tion in America’s bill against Germany 
for the cost of the Rhine occupation 
and for damages suffered by Americans 
in the war. ‘Then he quotes the utter- 
ances of allied statesmen congratulat- 
ing each cther that by this agreement 
America at last has been drawn into 
the joint undertaking to compel Ger- 
Many to pay to the last farthing. 

“It is inconceivable,” the editorial 
Concludes, “that a stanch American 
like President Coolidge could approve

SINGAPORE, Jan. 18. — Monkeys 
still are swinging through the jungles 
on the proposed site of Great Britain's 
naval base on this island of steamy, 
moonlight Malayan nights, and occa- 
sionally a family of tigers swims across 
from the mainland for a hunt on the 
uninhabited domain on which the em- 
pire proposes to build a Gibraltar of 
the east. 

Work on the Singapore base has not 
yet been resumed, and as far as is 
officially admitted or is.apparent to 
observers, only one step has been taken 
which is indicative of any change of 
policy since the fall of the labor gov- 
ernment in, England. That was a dis- 
patch of instructions to discontinue 
the sale of material ordered disposed 
of by the MacDonald cabinet. 

Beyond that the reservation remains 
the same as under the preceding gov- 
.ernment, with its groves of dying co- 
coanut palms, rubber trees, virgin jun- 
gies, and undrained swamps. In one 
small clearing where work was com- 
menced more than a year ago, the 
jungle is creeping out again. Mossy 
growths are reaching out to several! 
bare cement floors on which the offices 
for the constructing engineers were to 
be erected. 

Europeans Anxious for Action. 

All Europeans living and trading not 
only in Singapore but ‘in the entire 
east are anxious for an early resump- 
tion of work, but few of them share 
England's labor party’s belief that 
Singapore is a British stranglehold 
and threat against Japanese aggres- 
sion in the far east. Some wish it 
were. They seriously doubt whether 
the base when completed will be suf- 
ficient to guarantee Great Britain's 
interests and peace in the Pacific. 

Within the next few weeks there 
will be held in Singapore a confer- 
ence of tactical officers from the Brit- 
ish naval ynits in far eastern waters 
and there is strong hope that the work 
of clearing the base will be commenced 
shortly afterward. 

Completed, Singapotfe will be Great 
Britain’s largest base outside of Eng- 
lish waters, and the only white base 
in Asiatic waters capable of docking 
big cruisers of the Hood’s class. When

ROYAL ARCHIVES 


Feels Like King or Pope 
as He Forges Names.

BERLIN, Jan. 18.—The German 
world of science is aghast over its 
newest drama which took place today 
when Europe’s most famous expert on 
middle age history, Dr. Carl Hauck of 
Cologne, was arrested by the police. 
He is charged with “ pjundering the 
archives of the world.” : 

In his life devoted to research work, 
Dr. Hauck was permitted to visit the 
archives of the pope in the Vatican, 
the royal archives in London, and the 
secret archives of the family of Haps- 
hurg in Vienna, and the Hohenzollerns 
in Berlin, as well as the state archives 
in Munich and Hanover and countless 
other towns.

NATURAL STEAM

Schenectady, N. Y., Jan. 18.—The 
harnessing of power from the internal 
heat of the earth has been advanced to 
a “ fairly feasible state.””’ An announce- 
ment made today by the Géneral Elec- 
tric company reported that tests con- 
ducted in Sonoma county, California, 
revealed that natural] steam is a power 
asset, needing only experimentation 
and initial development. 

Natural steam, harnessed by man, 
has been roaring through 200 feet of 
eight inch iron piping and driving a 
35 kilowatt turbine generator for sev- 
eral months. The tests revealed that 
this natural steam is 99 per cent pure 
and issues in a steady flow at a con- 
stant pressure of sixty to seventy 


pounds, with a temperature at the out- 
let nozzles of 335 degrees Fahrenheit.

MASTER OF AIR 
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Cross Channel Beside 
Tourist Plane.

“The era of transport by air is not 
coming some day in the remote future. 
It is here!” says Lieut. Erik Nelson, 
pilot of the New Orleans. “ Those who 
doubt it should have been with us at 
Le Bourget airdrome the morning we 
left Paris for London. 

Passenger planes were arriving from 
London, Brussels, Amsterdam, Lyons, 
Marseilles or Vienna every few minutes 
Others were pulling out as punctually 
and with as little fuss as the departure 
of the Twentieth Century from New 
York or the Olympian from Chicago. 
Travelers were having their tickets 
punched for their morning flights to 
Amsterdam with the same bored ex- 
pressions that you see on the faces of 
commuters waiting impatiently for the 
5:16 to whisk them across Long isiand 
to Great Neck or while waiting for 
the ferry to take them acrcses San 
Francisco bay to Oakland. 


Follow Air Commuters. 

“Never. having flown across the 
English channel before we decided to 
follow these regular planes that carry 
commuters from Paris to London. At 
11 o'clock, exactly to the tick, two 
French air jiners left Le Bourget. 
Back in the year 1066 they say it took 
the Conqueror a year to 
march his forces to the shore on the 
French side of the English channel, 
prepare his fleet, and then effect a 
landing in the British Isles. It took 
us just three hours and three minutes 
to fly over from Paris to London. 


_As everybody knows, this is a daily, 


commonplace, routine experience for 
many people. In fact, we were con- 
siderably delayed by head winds. 
“The airdrome at Le Bourget had 
been specially decorated in our honor, 
just as, say, the union,station in Den- 
ver, Colo., might be decorated on the 
occasion of the passing through of the 
presidential train. Col. de Goys, chief 
of staff to the undersecretary for avia- 
tion; Maj. Carlyle Walsh from the 
American embassy, and a number of 
other prominent French and foreign 
officials were there to see us off. A 
few moments before time for depar- 
ture a regular crew belonging to the 
airdrome rolled back the doors of the 
hangars and trundied our planes out 
into the open as nonchalantly as the 
brakemen on the B. & O. might shunt 
a few cars around. We stepped into 
our cockpits, warmed up our engines 
a.bit, and then Col. de Goys and the 


. others shouted ‘ Good-by!’ 


“*No, not good-by; just au revoir,’ 
we replied.

“As the regular ParistoLondon 
planes left the ground packed with 
commuters, Smith shouted: 

“* All right, boys, we're off.’

They had for company the regular air expresses 
between England and France. On July 17 they flew to Brough, near Hull, 
where the inland landing gear t0as chenged for pontoons and the planes over- 


hauled for the Atlantic flight.

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fore Paris had dropped out of sight | 
we had encountered a great cloud | 
bank. We kept climbing in order to | 
get above it. All the rest of the way | 
we flew at an altitude of about 7,000 
feet. For nearly an hour we were 
above a sea of clouds that cut us off 
from the world below. It seemed as 
though we were somewhere far out in 
sailing around a planet as 
strange to us as though we were a 
meteor whizzing from one solar system 
to another. 


Tourists Above Clouds. 


“If it hadn't been for the Amer- 
fcan tourists riding in the luxurious, 
inclosed cars of the commercial plane 
speeding alongside us we would have 
had nothing at all to remind us of our 
connection with ‘God’s footstool.’ 
The tourists kept waving at us, and 
Jack, who is an adept at aerial sign 
language, by means of expressive ges- 
tures kept up a running conversation 
with a bobbed haired ‘flapper’ in the 
French express plang as we bounded 
from one cloud peak to another. 

“When we landed outside London 
we discovered that all the passengers 


on board the two commercial planes 
we had followed were Americans. 
Then we made a still more startling 
discovery. Although commercial avia- 
tion has advanced far more rapidly in 


Europe than in our country, 80 per 


cent of all the passengers carried on 
the continent are Americans! So it’s 
America that is supporting aviation 
in Europe. 


No Fog in London. 


*““Much to the surprise of some of 
the boys, London was not enveloped in 
in fog. Several of them thought that 
landing In London would be like com- 
ing down in the dark. But without 
stopping to look at Westminster 
abbey, or to see if. there were any 
soap box orators in Hyde Park, or to 
ascertain whether London bridge was 
still falling down, we landed immedi- 
ately at Croydon, the airport of Lon- 
don, the Grand Central station of the 
air, where planes leave every hour for 
all parts of Europe. 

“When we stepped out of our planes 
we were nearly mobbed by photog: 
raphers, reporters, autograph collec: 
tors, and hosts of others. The crowd 
had broken through the police lines. 
But in ten minutes the ‘ Bobbies’ had 


‘taxied off and flew north to the famous 


seaport of Hull, from whence so many 
early navigators and explorers set sail 
a few hundred years ago. 

“It was a delightful day, so we took 
a hurried glance at the Tower cf Lom 
don, St. Paul's, the House of Parlia- 
ment, Buckingham palace, and a few 
other landmarks, crossed right above 
the British Empire Exhibition at Wem- 
bly, and then flew on north right 
through the heart of England. On the 
way we frequently pasred airplanes 
buzzing from one part of Britain to 
another. When they would spot us 
from a distance they would fiy up 
close, look us over, Wave an aerial Brit- 
ish ‘cheerio,’ and then continue on 
their way. 

See Industrial England. 

“As we sped north we passed right 
over the heart of industrial England. 
Below us were the great Manchester 
cotton mills and some of the Woolen

WHEN WILL RAILWAY MEN 
DISCOVER THE AIR? 


When air service reaches a reasonable standard 
of perfection, said representatives of American 
railroad, steamship and express companies the 
other day, they would undertake air transporta- 
tion. That is better than the nothing at all that 
representatives of railroads, steamship and express 
companies have been saying, but .it remains to 
ask: What do they mean by a reasonable stand- 
ard of perfection? If the air service is not now at 
@ reasonable standard of perfection, when will 
it be? 

In Europe they have not put off so long 
that reasonable standard of perfection. Here is 
a list compiled by T. H: Kennedy of some of the 
commercial air services over poor old backward 
Europe: Five air services each way daily between 
London and Paris; two services each way daily 
between London and Cologne; one service each 
way daily between London and Manchester; one 
daily each way between London and Berlin; two 
daily each way between Paris and Amsterdam; one 


between Lympne and Brussels; one between Reval 
and Helsingfors; one between Amsterdam and 
London; one between Copenhagen and Hamburg; 
one between Berlin and London; one between Ber- 
lin and Koénigsberg; one between Konigsberg and 
Moscow; one between K5nigsberg and Leningrad; 
one between Berlin and Munich; one between 
Munich and Geneva; one between Munich and 
Budapest; one between Warsaw and Lemberg; one 
between Warsaw and Danzig; one between Seville 
and Larache. This is regular, daily service, car- 
rying passengers, mails and, in many cases, 
freight. There is in addition a heavy weekly and 
semi-weekly service. Towns such as Rotterdam, 
Vienna, Belgrade, Strasbourg, Ostend, Bremen, Bar- 
celona, Malaga, Zurich &re intermediate stations 
on various of the daily services listed above. 
Though subsidies help, subsidies are not the only 
factor in putting Europe ahead in this matter. 
Most of it is progressive leadership. 

When air service reaches a reasonable stand- 
ard of perfection, say our American railroad, 
steamship and express lines, they may consider 
utilizing it for commercial transportation. We 
cannot but admire the sound conservatism of our 
captains of transportation in this matter, but we 
must wonder also when they will wake up.

DON’T HURRY THE

PROFESSOR MICHELSON 
CHECKS UP. 


Aether, it will be remembered, is that supposedly | 
imponderable stuff on which the light waves ride 
from star to star, and when Herr Einstein abol- 
ished it not long ago the alarm among the scien- | 
tists was long and loud. Herr Binstein said he| 
does not need the aether to explain his system of | 
the universe, and what isn’t needed to explain, 
something in science isn’t anything at all. It was 
a shock to science, and a revivification. To science 
the abolition of the aether is about as devastating 
af the abolition of the west wind or the monetary 
system is to us. 

Prof. Michelson of Chicago university has been 
tinkering with water pipes and arc lights at Clear- 
ing, Illinois, for several months, and says now, 
after much fussing, that Herr Einstein isn’t talk- 
ing through his hat about the aether. As Prof. 
Michelson and Morley had a good deal to do with 
starting Einstein on his rampage through science 
his words should bear weight. 

Light is not like other things. It travels 186,000 
miles per second regardless of the speed of its 
source. It is the fastest thing we have and its 
speed is not affected by the speed of the thing 
that gives off the light. That is a huge enigma.

When you throw a potato at the waiter in the 
dining car in order to attract his attention, the 
potato, you assume, will have the speed of the car 
plus the velocity that you give it with your arm. 
That is a commonplace for potatoes, bullets, base 
balls and other projectiles. But it is not true of 
light. 

Light has a constant velocity regardless of the 
speed of its source, and a ray of light, unlike the 
potato, would not be affected by the speed of the 
car. While the ray of light travels from one end 
of the car to the other, the car would move under 
it a little; while for the potato the car would move 
relatively not at all. 


The earth after all is only a large sized dining 
car and light and potatoes show about the same 
peculiarities and differences in regard to it that 
they do in smaller rolling stock. Aether for light 
to wave in, or any other medium dragged along 
by the earth’s motion, is unnecessary, says Herr 
Einstein, and Prof. Michelson, so far as we can see 
from the great unwashed outside, seems to have 
proved it.

OUR FURNITURE MARKET AND CHICAGO'S. 
[Grand Rapids Press.] 7 


Riding on the crest of a wave of self-made enthn- 
siasm, a Chicago contempofary of the Press declares 
there are 10,000 exhibitors at the Chicago “ furniture 
mart.” It might be said that buyers are even more 
essential to a successful market than exhibitors, but, 
letting that pass, the assertion marks the climax of 
Chicago's grandiloquent effort to become the leading 
exhibition place. 

An army of “exhibitors” means nothing in ftself. 
It is more important to know how many lines and 
what kind of lines they represent. Well, let us sea 
At the last preceding. market in Chicago it was offi- 
cially stated that there were 363 lines displayed. This 
time there may be a few less or a few more. The 
Grand Rapids January exposition totals 425 lines. 

But going through the list of lines displayed at the 
Chicago market it will be found there are only about 
ten which may be described as of the quality type 
The others are of cheap furniture from far flung 
localities or accessories as remote to the trade as 
stoves. 


Anybody who supposes for a moment that Chicago 
is offering serious competition to Grand Rapids as 
the central furniture market of the country has only 
to contrast this exhibitor list with Grand Rapids’ 
more than 400 lines, the majority of them qualifying 
as of the highest type. 

The quality market will also hold a great percent- 
age of the reliable lower priced lines as long as it is 
economical for big stores reaching all classes to make 
their purchases of both quality and cheap lines in one 
place. Grand Rapids’ supremacy as a market for the 
better class of furniture has not even been threat- 
ened. 

Chicago has long been a very fair market for cer- 
, tain types of furniture. There is no reason why it 
should not continue as such. But biuff and bluster 
did not enable Chicago to carry through to perma- 
nency its theft of water levels the lake states. 
Neither will bluff and beater ive it first place as 
furniture exposition city. nation’s furniture re- 
tailers may gtve Chicago’s big building gambie the 
ohee over out of a natural curiosity.

HEART DISEASE AND 


CHILDBIRTH. 
S peoplé develop the custom of 
having periodic physical exam- 
inations made, it becomes neces- 
sary to change our attitude 
toward certain diseases. In the old days 
when a man was found to have heart 
murmurs or any heart trouble . mani- 
fested by any symptom, it was thought 
death waited just around the corner. 
And it did as a rule, because the heart 
disease was not recognized until the 
shadow of death was on the man’s door- 
step. Today it’s a different story. A 
man found to have heart disease now 
may be on the threshold of a long and 
useful life. He may have many years 
in which he can work at hard labor or 

carry heavy responsibilities. 

One of the questions that every phy- 
sician is asked is, “ Shall a woman with 
heart disease marry and, as an allied 
question, shall she bear children?” 
Many people write me asking the, same 
questions. This is the way Dr. L F. 
Bishop answers the question. 


_~.- 

As a fiat footed answer, without any 
qualifications, no. Averaging the length 
of life of 100,000 women with heart dis- 
ease who never bear children and an- 
other group of the same size with the 
same defect who do, and then comparing 


| the two, it is found the childless group 


lives longer. However, a very consider- 
able part of the women who have heart 
disease can bear children with safety, 
provided they will follow certain rules. 

The first requisite for a “ yes”’ answer 
to the question is that the woman in 
question should be examined by a phy- 
sician. The physician’s opinion should 
be based more on what he can learn 
about the woman’s wind, endurance, and 
ability to withstand fatigue than on 
He 
should have her climb stairs, walk, run, 
and jump, and observe what the heart 
does as a result. What is the pulse 
rate before exercise, immediately there- 
after, and so-ne minutes thereafter?

The for- 
mer do not seem to disagree with me, 
although there is a difference between 
grape fruit and oranges on the one 
hand, and lemons on the other, lemon- 
ade sometimes having a bad effect.

2. Practically all fruits contain some free 
acid at the time they are eaten. This is 
true of the fruits which do not taste sour, 
as well as of the sour ones. In most cases, 
however, the system quickly burns the fruit 
acids into carbonic acid, thrown off by the 
lunge, and alkalis which circulate in the 
blood and are thrown off by the kidneys ard 
bowels. 

To this rule, cranberriea, plums, prunes, 
and rhubarb are exceptions. Their acids are

If the floors are warm and the walls and 
windows are tight, and the air circulation 
in the room is good, a temperature of 68 to 
70 generally satisfies.
